LONDON, Sept. 27.—Sitting up

Friends of Eden are particularly 
critical of Lord Beaverbrook’s re- 
turn to the British Government as 
Lord Privy Seal. This unexpected 
appointment also continues to have 
a mixed reception among all par- 
ties in the House of Commons, and 
in the Government itself. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s pro-Soviet 
policies are a point of discussion 
around London in view of sugges- 
tions that the publisher may be a 
a member of the British delega- 
tion, 

However, there is no confirma- 
tion of this today. It may be that 
Beaverbrook’s friends are canvass- 
ing a job for him because Church- 
ill has not quite made up his 
mind what to do with him. 

(The London Daily Herald said 
today that Beaverbrook might go 
to Washington soon to confer with 
President Roosevelt and other 
Government officials as a special 
representative of Churchill. From 
Washington, the story said, Beav- 
erbrook may go to Moscow to see 
Stalin.) 

Friction Is Feared. 


There is a feeling among Eden's 
friends that Beaverbrook’s pres- 
ence in the Government will cause 
friction and bad feeling. They feel, 
too, that he will place a new load 
on Churchill’s shoulders since the 
Prime Minister may have to be 
constantly peacemaking with his 
more politically minded colleagues.

WIDE EXTENSION ANNOUNCED 
IN COMMODITY LICENSING 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP). 
—Moving to tighten enforcement 
of price ceiling regulations, the 
Office of Price Administration to- 
day spread existing licensing pro- 
visions to include all persons sell- 
ing commodities or services under 
price control. Exempted under the 
control statute are farmers, fisher- 
men and government agencies. 

The general maxim price reg- 
ulation required and automatically 
granted licenses to all retailers and 
most wholesalers, so many sellers 
already had been licensed, OPA ex- 
plained. Among those not covered 
were most food canners and pack- 
ers, and most apparel and machin- 
ery manufacturers. 

Under licensing, violators of 
price regulations are first warned 
by OPA enforcement officials. If 
violations continue, a license sus- 
pension suit may be filed in State, 
or in some cases, a Federal court, 
possibly resulting in suspension of 
the violator’s right to do business 
for as leng as a year.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP).— 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr., who sent 
supplies into Russia during the 
grimmest phases of its struggle 
with the Germans, moved into the 
No. 2 spot at the State Department 
today amid congressional predic- 
tions that harmony has been fe- 


stored on this country’s diplomatic 
front. 

Rresident Roosevelt's appoint- 
ment of the 42-year-old Lend-Lease 
Administrator as Under Secretary 
of State, and his simultaneous 
reshuffling of the foreign economic 
and relief setups, were viewed on 
Capitol Hill as presaging a firmer 
approach to difficult international 
parleys ahead, 

The suave, earnest Stettinius, 
who stepped out of “big business” 
to enter Government service, is 
well-liked and respected in con- 
gressional circles. This was dem- 
onstrated forcefully when the bill 
renewing the life of his Lend-Lease 
Administration went through Con- 
gress with hardly a ripple of de- 
bate last spring. 

Liked in Moscow. 

Equally important, from the 
standpoint of the forthcoming tri- 
partite talks among Britain, Rus- 
sia and the United States, his se- 
lection is almost bound to be wel- 
comed in Moscow, wheré he is 
known as the man who dispatched 
arms, food and other lend-lease 
supplies for Soviet troops. 

Coupled with the expected ap- 
pointment of W. Averell Harriman, 
lend-lease expediter in London, as 
the new United States Ambassador 
to Russia, the Stettinius choice is 
regarded as likely to offset any So- 
viet disappointment over the retire- 
ment of Sumner Welles, former 
Under Secretary. 

Welles had been looked on by the 
Russians as one of their stanchest 
friends in the State Department. 
His resignation was announced 
with “sincere regret” by Roosevelt 
in a atatement which gave .Mrs. 
Welles's health as the reason. There 
had been reports for some time of 
fundamental differences between 
Welles and Secretary Hull. 

The appointment of Stettinius, 
who had not figured prominently 
in speculation over a possible suc- 
cessor to Welles, was announced 
with such suddenness that he had 
to cancel plans for attending a 
ship launching in San Francisco 
and fly back to Washington. 

It is probable that he and Har- 
riman will accompany Hull to Mos- 


cow next monti: for a meeting’ 


with the British and Russian For- 
eign Ministers, preliminary to a 
Roosevelt-Stalin-Churchill confer- 
ence. Stettinius, who has been to 
Moscow before in connection with 
lend-lease operations, is expected 
to apply his practical and realistic 
business experience to his new 
post — he formerly was chair- 
man of the board of the United 
States Steel Corporation. 


As to Hull's Plans for Parley. 

Acting Secretary of State Adolf 
A. Berle said today that Hull would 
participate in the conference of 


Foreign Ministers if it is decided 
that his presence will help. 
There has been some question 
whether Hull's health will permit 
him to undertake the journey. 
Asked at a press conference wheth- 
er Hull’s doctors had agreed that 
he could undertake the trip, Berle 
said Hull would calculate where 
he can best serve American inter- 
ests and then it would take a lot 
to stop him. Hull is resting at 
Hot Springs, Va., With Mrs. Hull.

Democrats and Republicans who 
knew Stettinius as lend-lease ad- 
ministrator generally agreed his 
selection as Under Secretary was 
an “excellent” and “fortunate” 
choice. 

Chairman Bloom (Dem.), New 
York, of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, said the appointment 
will “above all bring harmony to 
the State Department. And that,” 
he added, “is most necessary at 
this time.” 

Both Bloom and Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, lauded Stettinius’ 
work in lend-lease. 

Taft termed Stettinius “an excel- 
lent choice” and while Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, ex- 
pressed a similar view he said he 
and many others regretted the de- 
parture of Welles from office. 

“Mr. Stettinius has an outstand- 
ing knowledge of foreign affairs 
and foreign relations as a result 
of his good work for the lend-lease 
administration,” Wagner said. 

“His lend-lease work has given

Blows at Brenner Rail Line. 
| On Saturday, American Flying 
Fortresses made an unescorted 
1400-mile round trip to bomb rail 
installations at Bolzano, just 30 
miles south of the Brenner Pass. 

The Fortresses also made their 
first attack on Verona, 100 miles 
south of the northern Italian fron- 
tier, and delivered their heaviest 
blow on the rail yards at Bologna, 
focal point for traffic from Ger- 
many as Well as from Yugoslavia 
and Hungary. 

The Fortresses which attacked 
Bologna smashed their way 
through a screen of approximately 
20 enemy fighters to reach the 
target, shooting down four of 
ithem, The total bag of enemy 
planes for Saturday and Friday 
night was five, against an Allied 
loss of four planes. 

It was the first time in seyeral 
days that the bombers had en- 
countered any substantial resist- 
ance from enemy fighters. An of- 
ficia] statement said there was in- 
dication “that the enemy has with- 
drawn his dwindling‘ fighter 
strength to northern Italy bases.” 

Bad weather hampered the Fort- 
resses in their attack on Bolzano, 
which duplicated the raid of Sept. 
2, but a particularly heavy concen- 
tration of bombs fell directly in the 
center of the rail yards as well as 
on Ny bridge hit in the previous 
raid, 

Lt. Walter D. Bougard, of Plain- 
view, Tex., a navigator who par- 
ticipated in both raids on Bolzano, 
said: 

“We knocked out half of the 
railroads at Bolzano the last time 
and we finished the job today.” 

At Verona, Fortresses bombed a 
railroad yard and scored hits on 
a bridge. The rail yards at Bo- 
logna were well covered by even 
larger Fortress formations. Their 
bombs also hit a sugar factory, 
locomotive shops, warehouses and 
tracks and many fires were roar- 
ing through the industrial area 
when the bombers left.

House Group to Study 
Proposed Revisions — 
Speeds Up Considera- 
tion of New Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted today against repeal 
of the renegotiation law for recov- 
ery of “excess profits” in war con- 
tracts, and at the same time threw 
into high gear its consideration of 
taxes with the view to completing 
@ new general’ revenue law by 
Jan. 1. 

While throwing out suggestions 
that the renegotiation law be re-| 
pealed, the conimittee referred the 
matter to a subcommittee for con- 
sideration of important. amend- 
ments suggested by industry. 

In a drive to speed consideration 
of the new general revenue act, 
in response to an Administration 
request for 12 billions addition 
to the présent annual collections 
of 38 billions, the tax-framing body 
decided to hear no’ witnesses on 
the subject of lotteries, community 
property, mandatory joint returns 
and proposals for levies on munic- 
ipal and state bonds. 

Sufficient Evidence On Subject. 

However, Chairman Doughton 
(Dem.) North Carolina, stressed 
that’ this did not block study of 
these subjects by the committee, in 
executive session, explaining that 
the body ‘had sufficient evidence 
without hearing new witnesses on 
these issues which in the past have 
been time-consuming. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.) 
Minnesota, Republican spokesman 
on the committee, said it was 
hoped that the tax-drafting group 
could submit a new x bill to 
Congress the first week in Novem- 
ber, and “put a bill on the Presi- 
dent’s desk for him to sign by 
Jan. 1.” 

The committee opens public 
hearings on the new general rev- 
enue measure next Monday, and 
Knutson estimated the Jecision to 
hear no witnesses on the four sub- 
jects would shorten the hearings 
from two weeks to a month. 

Vote Taken After Hearings. 

A vote was taken on renegotia- 
tion after hearings that began 
Sept. 9 during which both the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce anc the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers recommend- 
ed that the law be suspended or 
repealed and that the tax statutes 
be relied on in the future for the 
recovery of any ‘excessive profits 
in war contracts. 

Some representatives o- industry, 
during the hearings, suggested that 
ff the law was retained there 
should be amendments to provide 
for renegotiation after taxes and 
to allow reserves for postwar re- 
conversion of industry. 

These suggestions will be con- 
sidered by the _ subcommittee, 
headed by Representative Disney 
(Dem.) Oklahoma, which will re- 
port back to the full committee 
later this week. Knutson said he 
believed a majority of the com- 
mittee favgred a proposal that re- 
negotiation be done after Federal 
taxes have been collected. 

. The full committee will meet to- 
morrow to study proposals for 
simplification of income tax re-' 
turns.

An injunction seeking to oust 
Negroes as owners or tenants 
from three addresses in the 4500 
and 4600 blocks of Enright avenue, 
where there are restrictions against 
Negroes living or owning prop- 
erty, was overruled today by Cir- 
cuit Judge James E. McLaughlin.

POLISH ARMY SAID 
10 RANK FIFTH 
IN ALLIED FORCES 


Spokesman Tells East Side 
Meeting Nazis Have 


Executed Two Million 
Polish Jews. - 


Although Poland has lost eight 
million of its population since it 
was overrun by the Nazis four 
years ago, Poles now make up the 
fifth largest army in the ranks of 
the United Nations, J. L. Stamirow- 
ski, director of the Polish Informa- 
tion Center in Chicago, said last 
night at a meeting in East St. 
Louis, commemorating the German 
invasion. , 

An audience estimated at 500 
persons was present at the East 
St. Loulgs High School auditorium 
to hear Stamirowski and United 
States Senator Scott W. Lucas of 
Havana, IIl. 

Stamirowski said that Poland 
has been made “one great slaugh- 
terhouse by the Nazis for liquidat- 
ing European Jews.” “Jews are 
brought to Poland from all over 
Europe to be put to death, and 
during the last year two million 


‘| Polish Jews have been executed in 


gas chambers,” he asserted. 

Other losses of Polish citizens, 
Stamirowski said, included a mil- 
lion who have died in concentra- 
tion camps, two million who have 
been deported into Germany, as 
conscripted labor and a million 
and a half who have been deported 
from their homes in Western Po- 
land to concentration camps to the 
east, 


The speaker said the Polish un- 
derground was not a “partisan 
movement, but an entire under- 
ground state, operating under spe- 
cific orders of the Polish Govern- 
ment in Exile.” He said a part of 
the Poles now under arms and 
fighting with the United Nations 
made up one complete Army in the 
Middle East. Stamirowski declared 
the Polish air force was larger 
than that of Canada, and had 
made more than 6500 individual 
flights against the Germans, 

He described Poland as “the first 
nation to resist Nazi aggression,” 
and asserted that, “by Poland’s de- 
cision to fight, the western Democ- 
racies were given eight months to 
prepare, Poland was the first na- 
tion to fight aggression, and will 
be the last to lay down its arms,” 
he said, —

the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor.

“Surely the four nations of Rus- 
sia, China, England and the United 
States are strong enough to pro- 
tect weaker nations from such at- 
tacks as these in the future,” he 
declared. 


“My fervent hope is that two- 
thirds of the members of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, backed by the 
determination of the American 
people, will enter into some kind 
of an international’ collaboration 
with the United Nations which has 
a basis for enduring and lasting 
peace. Whatever course we adopt 
must be a long-time course, if we 
are to remove the. causes of war. 
The time has passed when this na- 
tion, or any nation, can live alone.”

forms to end racial discrimination, 
requested appointment by .

PROGRAM FOR 44; 


120,000 PLANES 


Production Rise of 20 Pct. 
Over This Year Planned 
—45 Pct. of Total for 
Aircraft. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP). 
~— Production officials have . set 
their sights on a 1944 munitions 
output slightly more than 20 per 
cent greater than this year's 65- 
billion-dollar armament  produc- 
tion goals. 

Heaviest emphasis will be on 
aircraft, with this year’s antici- 
pated production of between 80,000 
and 90,000 warplanes eclipsed by 
a goal approximating 120,000 planes, 
informed sources said, 

The aircraft program is now 
running at about 33 per cent of 
the entire armament program in 
terms of value. Next year’s em- 
phasis on more and bigger planes 
will bring aircraft and _ related 
munitions to approximately 45 per 
cent of the country’s whole war 
production effort. 

Exclusive of Construction. 

Officials expect that the 1943 
production goal probably will fall 
short by two or three billion dol- 
lars. Assuming that a 20 per cent 
increase over the 1943 goal is 
obtained, the outlay in 1944 will 
be about 78 billions. Presumably, 
this would exclude war construc- 
tion, which, however, is due to 
decline from about 11 billions in 
1943 to something less than seven 
billions in 1944, 

The jump in scheduled aircraft 
production in 1944 will be accom- 
panied by a lesser but still sub- 
stantial increase in naval and 
merchant shipbuilding. Continued 
emphasis on combat and cargo 
ship construction is a reflection 
of the high command’s expecta- 
tion of sending millions of men 
and large quantities of materials 
abroad. 

' Other Production Stable. 
Production of . weapons and 
equipment for th eground forces, 
however, will increase only slight- 
ly. This now is rated by the War 
Production Board as a “stable” 
program—meaning one in which 
production is leveling off or in- 
creasing at a satisfactory rate. 
According to most recently pub- 
lished figures, American war plants 
now are producing at approxi- 
mately six times the rate in No- 
vember, 1941, the month before 
Pearl Harbor. WPB hopes to 
maintain until the end of the year 
monthly production increases of 
about 5 per cent. This means 
that production by that time, if 
all goes well, will be about 20 
per cent greater than it is now.

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TUGWELL URGES 
DEFINITE PLAN 10 
AID PUERTO RICO 


Suggests Vote on State- 
hood in Few Years, 
W ith _ Independence 
Later as Alternative. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP). 
—Rexford G. Tugwell, Governor 
of Puerto Rico, told Congress to- 
day it was confronted with the 
choice of giving economic aid to 
Puerto Rico or facing the possi- 
bility of “suppressing an angry 
people” who may feel that they 
have been “wronged.” 

In a report criticising what he 
termed the failure to adopt a 
definite policy toward the Carib- 
bean possession, he asserted it 
would be just as cheap to provide 
the “means of reconstruction” as 
to “keep peace with an idle and 
starving population” of. spirited 
stock. 

Specifically, Tugwell charged 
Congress had not provided sub- 
sidies to promote food production, 
although he said the insular gov- 
ernment had “every right to ex- 
pect Federal aid.” 

Defending his own administra- 
tion, which has been under con- 
gressional fire at times, Tugwell 
asserted the “social reforms” he 
has inaugurated were aimed at 
building new enterprises and sup- 
plying the islanders with a greater 
income, Furthermore, he declared, 
he has been confronted with the 
emergency of war. 

As a solution for the island’s 
problem, he advocated “a _ delib- 
erate policy of assistance” for a 
few years and then a plebiscite 
to give the Puerto Ricans a chance 
to say whether they want state- 
hood. If the electorate and Con- 
gress do not approve statehood, 
he said, then a plan providing for 
gradual independence — along the 
lines of the Philippine plan—could 
be adopted. 

Tugwell’s report was submitted 
to a Senate subcommittee’ headed 
by Senator Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, which investigated condi- 
tions in Puerto Rico last spring. 
Chavez declined comment until he 
had talked with other committee 
members. ;

But 
this is only sham.His feelings and 
personal attitude often have played 
a much bigger role than persons 
outside Germany can imagine, 


Delay on Decisions. 


Decisions may wait for weeks 
because Hitler’s aids don't dare 
present something unpopular until 
he can have compensation in some 
form. Many times his personal 
dislikes have been decisive for 
Germany's policy. 

It is this irrational point which 
is so dangerous. As a military 
leader Hitler has a genius for 
outlining grandoise plans of .at- 
tack. But he also has an inclina- 
tion for fiddling with details which 
has irritated German military men. 

To be his chief of staff is hard 
work. The poor chief may be 
called in 30 times a day to explain 
details about the front whic. are 
of little importance and which 
ought to be left to the commander- 
in-chief on the ground. 

Hitler may also delay some 
question of military equipment by 
professing that he wants to test 
the article himself, He is con- 
vinced that he is one of the great- 
est soldiers in history but to be a 


Several stories are told about his 
military leadership. One of them 
describes a conversation between 
Field MarshaPFedor von Bock and 
the famous conductor Dr. Wilhelm 
Furtwangler. 

Furtwangler asked Von Bock, 
former chief of the Germany Army 
high command: “Why were you 
dismissed ?” 

Von Bock replied: “My dear 
Furtwangler, if the Fuehrer had 
been able to play the harmonica 
you would have been dismissed as 
a conductor, too.” 

Behind the swastika facade there 
is a struggle of one leader against 
another in the highest Nazi cir- 
cles, but they keep together be- 
cause they know the terrible fate 
that awaits them if the Nazi clique 
of Hitler, Goebbels, Himmler, 
Goering, Bormann and others is 
unable to keep a united control 
over the Reich. 

Goering and Goebbels are old 
enemies, but they combine their 
forces against Von Ribbentrop. He 
has an ally in Himmler but Von 
Ribbentrop and Himmler at the 
same time compete their hardest 
in the field of Quisling adminis- 
trative policy. 

Himmler for Quislings. 

Himmler is the greatest support- 
er of the Quislings, but Von Rib- 
bentrop has tried many times to 
restrain them, The situation can 
change from one week to the next. 

Whatever is the actual balance 
of power within the Nazi party, it 
frequently has been said that 
Goering is the man of the Army. 

Much speaks against such an in- 
terpretation, however, and the sit- 
uation might develop where action 
must be taken and where Army 
leaders, the former imperial offi- 
cers and the chief of the Luft- 
waffe, can find a common line. It 
is diffic-lt to say whether this has 
happened now. 

But Fredborg feels that Himm- 
ler’s appointment to internal con- 
trol is a likely counterbalance 
against something — perhaps 
against Goering. Himmler is Hit- 
ler’s first trump card. He de- 
pends on him because of Himm- 
ler’s Own unpopularity.

Moscow's Bombed Bolshoi Theater 
Reopens, Symbolizing End of Siege

HE capital of the Soviet Union 
T 00% another step away from 

the state of siege with the 
oepning last night of the famous 
Bolshoi Theater for the first time 
since the end of the spring season 
of 1941. 

In the interim there have been 
war bombings, siege and evacua- 
tion. In the early days, of the 
Luftwaffe raids, a bomb struck the 
Bolshoi building damaging the roof 
and foyer, although the great au- 
ditorium was relatively unscathed. 
In October, with the Nazis almost 
at the city’s outskirts, the Bolshoi 
company was evacuated to Kuiby- 
shev where it remained until this 
summer. 

Last night’s performance ac- 
quired therefore a symbolic note. 
Even within the rigid framework 
of the Soviet union’s war program, 
it has now been found possible to 
repair the Bolshoi theater and 
renovate its interior. Its reopening 
removes almost the last external 
evidence of evacuation. 

Some had thought that Stalin or 
other high members of the Gov- 
ernment might appear if only for 
a moment, but they were disap- 
pointed.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


OUR question in the editorial, “Ac- 


tor or General?” prompts me to ask 
some more questions: 
Why does MacArthur always wear the 
photogenic hat? 
Why wasn't he censured for permitting 
most of his planes to be knocked out 
on the ground two days after Pearl Har- 


bor? “ 


Why wasn’t he censured for permit- 
ting thousands of the civilian population 
of Manila to follow his command into 
the Bataan peninsula after Manila was 
declared to be an open city? 

Wasn't it true that our General Staff 
had planned some time before Dec. 7, 
1941, that if Manila were attacked by a 
major power, it was to be declared 
an open city-and only the armed forces 
were to be allowed to retire to the Ba- 
taan peninsula base and to Corregidor, 
and not to permit the civilian population 
to follow them? (Gen, Marshall touched 
on this in his recent report.) 

Wasn't it thought that if this plan 
were carried out, Bataan was stocked 
with sufficient food, medicine and mu- 
nitions to withstand a siege of at least 
six months? 

If this plan had been followed out, is 
it not true that the Japanese timetable 
would have been so upset that the fight- 
ing on Guadalcanal, New Guinea and the 
rest of the Solomons might have been 
avoided? ' ® 

Speaking of Guadalcanal, why do so 
many commentators and writers give 
MacArthur credit for taking it away 
from the Nips when it was largely a 
Navy-Marine job? 

When he won the great battle of Ana- 
costia and was Chief of Staff in the lat- 
ter part of Hoover’s administration, was 
MacArthur not responsible for the train- 
ing of our Army Air Force, and if so, 
should he or should he not be given 
credit for their inability to fly the mail 
in bad weather when called upon to do 
that job, which was so much more 
simple and much safer than combat 
service? : 

I think MacArthur is now probably 
doing a good job, but on his record I 
can’t see why everybody is featuring him 
to a greater extent than any of our other 
fouwstar Generals.

These are the times that try men’s 
souls. The summer soldier and the sun- 
shine patriot will, in this crisis, shrink 
from the service of their country, but 
he that stands it now deserves the love 
and thanks of man and woman. 

Tyranny, like hell, is not easily con- 
quered; yet we have this consolation with 
us, that the harder the conflict, the more 
glorious the triumph. What we obtain 
too cheap, we esteem too lightly; it is 
dearness only that gives everything its 
value. Heaven knows how to put a 
proper price upon its goods; and it would 
be strange indeed if so celestial an ar- 
ticle as freedom should not be highly 
rated. 

I call not upon a few, but upon all: 
not on this state or that state, but on 
every state: up and help us, lay your 
shoulders to the wheel; better have too 
much force than too little, when so great 
an object is at stake. 

Let it be told to the future world, that 
in the depth of winter, when nothing but 
hope and virtue could survive, that the 
city and the country, alarmed at one com- 
mon danger, came forth to meet and re- 
pulse it. Say not that thousands are 
gone, turn out your tens of thousands; 
throw not the burden of the day upon 
Providence, but “show your faith by 
your works,” that God may bless you. 

It matters not where you live, or what 
rank of life you hold, the evil or bless- 
ing will reach you all. The far and the 
near, the home counties and the back, 
the rich and the poor, will suffer or re- 
joice alike, The heart that feels not 
now, is dead: the blood of his children 
will curse his cowardicey who shrinks 
back at a time when a little might have 
saved the whole, and made them. happy.

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WHAT ARE WE UP TO IN ITALY? 

The political dealings. of the American and Brit- 
ish governments in Italy grow more ambiguous, Evi- 
dence is added to evidence, not only that we are 
happy to treat with turncoat Fascists, but also that 
we are as busy as beavers shoring up a highly ques- 
tionable status quo. It is no wonder that the Eighth 
Army News, in an edition for troops on the Italian 
mainland, speaks out strongly and bitterly; that, at 
home, Leon Henderson, the former administrator of 
OPA, tells the Mazzini Society and the Union for 
Democratic Action that if Badoglio and his reaction- 
aries are tolerated, Italy will have something just 
as bad as Fascism, though under another name. 

Apparently the official course of the British and 
American governments in Italy is one not merely of 
expediency but of complete cynicism. If’ it is not, 
some evidence to that effect would be welcome news 
to concerned friends of liberty ‘in this country and 
all over the world. Badoglio is snuggling up to the 
Allies, hoping for crime without punishment, hop- 
ing that he and his Fascist fellows can jump from 
one side to the other quickly enough, and entrench 
themselves deeply enough, to grab power and keep 
it. Little Fascists are being retained in little posts 
of government all through the country, the midget 
Mussolinis who have been the root of Fascismo. 

Our troops, needing Italian supplies, find Italians 
inclined to haggle, and are no longer able to requisi- 
tion what they need, now that Badoglio is on the in- 
side. Soldiers can exchange their occupation money 
only with great difficulty, if at all; there is Italian 
haggling over the rate of exchange. 

Small wonder the Eighth Army News speaks with 
the slow-burning outrage of men who suddenly find 
their enemies turned their friends and their friends 
turned against'them. The British Army publication 
reminds the Italians brusquely that war is not a 
misdemeanor, but a high crime; that Italy made the 
irrevocable choice of fighting on the losing side in 
this war. At the same time, its view, shared by 
American forces in the field, should remind us 
at home that the only peace that should be made or 
is going to be made will be greatly influenced by 
the opinions of our fighting men. ; 

Meanwhile, AMG, Allied Military Govefiiment, the 
organization upon which we depend for the gov- 
ernance of countries we overcome or release pending 
the establishment of a permanent government—is it 
to be subjected to dry rot? The dispatch from Italy 
which reported the righteous anger of the Highth 
Army News told also of the frustration that is seep- 
ing into AMG. At least one high officer has re- 
signed, and others, idle, with the jobs they came to 
do being done by the little. Fascists, say it is a 
comic war, and shrug their shoulders. 

From this sort of sorry trafficking, Mr. Hender- 
son’s voice calls us to our plain democratic duty. 
He warns that “Italy is the test tube for the com- 
mon man awaiting liberation.” He admonishes us 


to turn from Fascist officials, to sustain “those who 


fought Fascism for 20 years”—‘“labor leaders, pro- 
féssors, intellectuals and the underground.” 

It is not enough, as Mr. Henderson says, for us 
to declare our undying hatred for totalitarianism, 
our undying devotion to freedom. We must, he adds, 
impress these views of ours upon the Savoy mon- 
archy, upon Badoglio, upon our State Department, 
even upon Prime Minister Churchill and Foreign 
Secretary Eden. We cannot stop at putting down 
the Fascists; we must raise up the free men. 

These are bold words. They are the kind of words 
that rang in our own country a century and a half 
ago and more, They are the bold, inspiring words 
of revolution against tyranny. We are directed to 
what ig no more than our plain duty—to get out of 
the way of the Italian revolution, to cease suppress- 
ing it and to join the free company of Italians in 
fomenting it and raising it to be the Government 
of the Republic of Italy. ; 

What are we up to in Italy, anyhow? What does 
the State Department intend? When is there to be 
an end to shabby trading with the men whose only 
principle is success, whose only scruple is for their 
own worthless skins? | 

What interest have we, the people of the United 
States, in going along with the chameleon-like Ba- 
doglio and Victor and their partners in crime? 
When is our State Department going to learn about 
the great will of mankind, now abroad in all the 
lands, that government of and by and for the people 
shall not: perish from the earth? 
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DIRECT FROM THE SENATOR’S NAVEL. 

That great, sun-kissed statesman, Senator Dow- 
ney of California, now turns out to be a seer as well. 
In behalf of his belief that many married men now 
scheduled for induction will never see action, Dow- 
ney says Hitler has only four more months to go. 
Of course, the cracker-bayrel philosopher and man 
with seventh sight has a small hedge, namely, that 
Hitler may get a reprieve if he is able to develop a 
new anti-aircraft weapon, to thwart Allied raids. 
We wonder where Senator Downey get these won- 
derful ideas. Perhaps he has gone in for Buddhism 
and they spring from a contemplation of his navel. 
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THE MELENDES CASE: STILL A LIVELY ISSUE. 

The stench of the Melendes case is still strong in 
the nose of the public. That is signified plainly in 
a resolution adopted yesterday by the CIO Missouri 
State Industrial Union Council, calling on Gov. Don- 
nell to appoint an impartial committee to conduct 
a public investigation into all charges of police 
brutality in St. Louis. 

“Grand juries have failed to act and the people 
of St. Louis are losing their respect for the members 
of the police force,” says the resolution. “The people 
look toward the police to enforce the laws impartial- 
ly and not break them by using coercive methods,” 

Since the battered body of Edward Melendes was 
found in a police cell July 27, 1942, after the Mex!i- 
can had been in police custody three days, there have 
been seven fruitless grand jury investigations. The 
September term grand jury has been in session since 
Sept. 13, but so far there has been no public indi- 
cation that it is moving to re-open the inquiry. 

The Melendes case involves fundamental principles 
of civil liberities. If official inquiries are dead, the 
case still is very much alive in the public mind. 
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TEST FOR THE SCHOOL CLASSIFICATION PLAN. 

James J. Lee, Board of Education Comptroller, 
was violently attacked by a School Board minority 
a few months ago when he announced the sched- 
ule for reclassification and salaries of non-instruc- 
tional employes, which he had been directed to pre- 
pare by the board itself. The move to oust Mr. Lee 
has subsided since public opinion made itself felt, 
but the schedule he drew up, after widespread re- 
search, is still under fire. 

Its test will come tomorrow night, when the board 
holds a special meeting to decide on the report of 


| the committee which has been working on the sched- 
— ei 
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ule and conducting hearinga on ite provisions, The 
sole object of this undertaking is to see that school 
employes are paid in accordance with the work they 
do, that the present inequalities, stemming from 
spoils-system practices, are froned out and sound 
standards for jobs and pay are set up. 

The committee has modified Mr, Lee’s original 
proposals, but the principle remains intact, and its 
adoption is important for the welfare of the public 
schools. The public will be watching closely to see 
what the board decides tomorrow night. 
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REPAIRS FOR THE STANLEY STEAMER. 

Whether the Stanley Steamer State Department 
will choose straighter roads with personable young 
Stettinius in the driver’s seat alongside Secretary 
Hull is something we will learn from the meeting 
in Moscow. In his favor are personality, business 
experience that may equip him to cope with some of 
the economic questions that must be answered at 
the parley, a fair record as Lend-Lease Administra- 
tor, friendg in Congress, seeming freedom from prej- 
udice against Russia. A 
+ As the channel through which machines and mate- 
riel from this country have been fed to the Soviet, 
he has some prestige with Stalin, although it would 
be rainbow optimism to consider it proportionately 
greater than that of a shipping clerk who does the 
paper work of filling orders. , 

In his disfavor are his diplomatic greenhornery, 


shis lack of training in or preparation for the inter-

The ailments and antiquation of State Department 
are nowhere so spotlighted as in a roll call of men 
who might have taken the place of Sumner Welles, 
Dunn, Berle, Long are not friendly to Russia.

If Harriman is on the scene as Ambassador to 
Russia, things may go more smoothly. He accom- 
panied both Hopkins and Churchill to Moscow, ap- 
parently made a good impression on Stalin, has 
risen above preoccupation with fortune, social posi- 
tion and a 10-goal polo rating to conscientious diplo- 
matic and lend-lease service. 

Sooner or later, however, the Stanley Steamer 
will have to be traded in on a later model, one that 
can approach the pace of allies and outstrip enemies. 
This may be no time for complete State Department 
reorganization. The question is how long this ma- 
chine can run by last-minute, improvised patching 
and repairing without breaking down completely on 
the uphill grade. 
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WHO HIRED SULLIVAN? 

It never occurred to Judge Eversole, who presided 
over the trial of. young Grasswick for the murder of 
Buck Newell, to question the appearance of John 
L. Sullivan as special prosecutor. And now that the 
case is over, and the mystery of Sullivan’s role deep- 
ens, the Judge does not think he has any right to 
demand the information. Here is a beautiful case, 
in the first instance, of judicial innocence and, in 
the second, of a washing of the hands, 

As to the county prosecutor, Mr. Rasch, he hides 
behind Sullivan’s refusal to talk. Sullivan says he 
is restricted by the confidential relationship between | 
a lawyer and his client, which is to laugh consider- 
ing that, as special prosecutor, he was represent- 
ing the State. Rasch blushingly says he promised 
to keep Sullivan’s secret. ‘ 

So here is a Judge refusing to look into something 
which may affect the integrity of his court, and a 
prosecutor who hides behind a papier-mache barri- 
cade because daisies don’t tell. Gully Owen and Bey 
Brown don’t know nothin’, neither, 

Somebody has got to come clean on this deal be- 
cause, on its face, it is rancid, 
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MOSCOW ON THE LINE. 

Direct telephone service has been established be- 
tween New York and Moscow, and another tuck 
taken in the girth of the globe. If Joe will talk, 
you can have 90 sterling seconds of his time for 
$21, plus tax. 

The news is not economically irritating to any- 
one, with the possible exception of Jesse Jones, to 
whom a nickel is a lovesome-thing, God wot. With 
Washington using long distance like free lunch, the 
Texan’s bankerish soul must shrivel at thought of 
hour-long confabs with the Kremlin, even though his 
department doesn’t have to pay the Dill, plus tax. 

To the rest of us, however, it is unnerving—like 
learning that a tasty steak, just stowed, was syn- 
thetic, or that an eternal verity is neither eternal 
nor veritable. Isn’t this the world that Willkie flew 
around? Isn’t this the world of ocean-hopping con- 
ferences in Quebec and Casablanca, the world of a 
dozen battle fronts, each one equipped with ringside 
microphone? Isn’t this the world of radar, the 
magnetic eye and cellophane? Do you mean to tell 
us, A. T. & T. and FCC, that a man couldn’t have 
called Moscow two weeks ago if he had the price 
of the service {n his pocket, plus tax? 
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LITTLE WLADZIO. 

A saddening festival is the Day of the Little Dead 
in Mexico on Nov. 1 each year, when an altar is 
made in the parlor for the child who has died, and 
delicacies ‘and toys, such as a small ghost might 
like, are set out, , 

But now out of the war, out of the horrors of war, 
has come a holiday still more somber, which surely 
must wrench the heart of humankind—Polish Chil- 
dren’s day. On that day, on Sept. 25, Poles knelt 
in prayer behind closed doors for Polish children, 
for the cruelly killed and for the bewildered living 
who are scattered among refugee camps in far places, 
in Siberia, Iran, Mexico. 

Sigrid Arne told about it in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
and told, too, the moving tale of little Wladzio of 
Sokal. The tale is that of a 10-year-old boy who led 
a ragged band of begging Polish children some 600 
miles across Russia to the Polish Red Cross in Iran. 
It symbolizes, Sigrid Arne makes clear, what prompts 
the prayers for Polish children. 

May it symbolize something more. May it mean 
that when peace comes to Poland, to the world, a 
prime objective of the men who make it will be se- 
curity for civil populations, to the end that there 
will be no more little Wladzio stories and no more 
need for prayers for child war victims.

Decisions for Allied Leaders to Make 


The Mirror

Important problems which will confront Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Stalin when they meet are discussed by writer; first job is to build 
a world organization strong enough to endure; clearing up misun- 
derstandings with Russia as to future of Europe is also necessary.

VERY period makes its own demands 
x on popular leaders. Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin are responding to popular de- 
mand when they offer the Four Freedoms, 
just as Wilson reflected the needs of the 
time when he proclaimed the principle of 
self-determination or as Lincoln did when 
he insisted on the liberation of the slaves. 


The Big Four in 1919 forgot that the pri- 
mary need of the people of Europe was to 
be fed, clothed and housed properly and to 
have a decent economic life in an atmos- 
phere of national and personal freedom. 
They gave many people who had not had it 
before, particularly in the Hapsburg Em- 
pire, the boon of national freedom, but al- 
lowed economic arrangements to be so bad 
that scarcely 10 years passed before they 
all went up in smoke and the great slump 
came without which Hitler could not have 
achieved victory. 

What lesson is there for Roosevelt, 
Churchill, Stalin and Chiang Kai-shek? 
These four have never yet met, and if we 
assume that the Chinese Generalissimo is 
primarily concerned only with the Pacific, 
it is still important to remember that the 
Premier and the President have not yet 
been in conference together with Stalin. 


Fears About Postwar Era. 


Behind all the talk about united na- 
tions and the importance of remaining 
united after the war, there is doubt in the 
minds of millions whether the rivalries be- 
tween British and American business and 
between Western capitalism and the Soviet 
will not bring disruption as soon as the 
immediate tasks of winning the war are 
over. If the statesmen are big enough and 
can educate their publics, the evil prece- 
dent of 1919 need not again be followed. 

Their first task, then, is to convince the 
world that their alliance is more than per- 
sonal or military. It must be a unit of 
decision and interest not between Roose- 
velt, who may or may not remain President 
after 1944, and Churchill and Stalin, who 
are also politically and biologically mortal, 
but between the governments of America, 
Britain and Russia, 


The first job for these statesmen when 
they meet is to build an organization which 
has so many practical tasks involving co- 
operation that no one can fear that attacks 
of vested interests or interna] change of 
government will break it up. They must 
outline a world system of security which 
gives opportunity for the small nations, 
although the great victorious powers will 
necessarily be dominant, at any rate for a 
period of years. 7 


Warning on Security Talk. 


But if emphasis is laid on security, as the 
statesmen are apt to do at Geneva, the 
result will be the same again. Too much 
talk of security, as a well-known publicist 
pointed out recently, is like too much talk 
about the Maginot Line. You cannot defend 
the status quo permanently if it does not 
fit the needs of the peoples. 


Therefore, I should not lay too much 
stress on the form of a new kind of league. 
That is useful only if the needs of the 
world are sufficiently satisfied to enable 
the peoples to work together. If the peo- 
ples have no basis of genuine agreement, no 
international organization will keep them 
together, 


Messrs. Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin 
should agree not to quarrel about what 
parties and groups should be allowed to 
function again within occupied countries. 
Stalin, if we may accept the manifesto to 
free Germans from Moscow, intends restora- 
tion in Germany along a wide national front 
after the Nazi liquidation. 


The reforms outlined in the Free German 
Manifesto are liberal, not revolutionary. 
The revolution called for is for people of 
all parties to rise against Fascism during 
the war, with the assurance that a mod- 
erate national regime will be set up when 
Fascism ig liquidated, 


This may be a useful basis for co-opera- 
tion among the three national leaders, It, 
however, does not dispose of the dangers. 
Britain and America should make it clear 
that they don’t back the forces which are 
opposed to the U. S. 8S. R. in Poland, Yugo- 
slavia and other countries. Russia is still 
suspicious of the State Department’s appar- 
ent tendency to seek a cordon sanitaire. 
If it were made clear that this is aban- 
doned, another cause of friction would be 
gone. | 


As to Tariff Policies. 


Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin should 
make it clear that they intend to keep the 
system of international roads and railways 
that run over frontiers and that they don’t 
intend to allow tariffs or other internal 
obstructions, 


Europe should at once build a civil avia- 
tion service with international] pilots. This 
principle should be applied to all common 
European services. It should be applied 
especially to the first and most pressing of 
all needs—organization for the feeding and 
the reconstruction of starved and devastated 
Europe. We need far greater world food 
production and we need to build up the 
buying capacity of agricultural countries. 
The needs of the peasant and the factory 
worker are complementary. 

Peoples that are not impoverished don’t 
respond to Hitlers. If there is economic 
interdependence between peoples, political 
unity may grow out of their consciousness 
that welfare comes from co-operation and 
not from rivalry. 


THE REVIVAL OF RUNAWAYS.

T IS all reminiscent of older, more spa- 

cious times, this exciting comeback of 
the runaway horse. Every day or two, an 
item in the papers tells of some stirring 
chase after a frightened animal. 

Last week, that venerable Celt, Pat Raf- 
ferty, who drives a hansom cab, was the 
victim of a mishap. And the other day, 
one Bessie, who should have known better 
because she used to pull a newspaper wag- 
on, got loose on the upper East Side and 
was finally found hanging on a wall. 

Such goings-on used to be a common 
sight hereabouts—in the New York of Rich- 
ard Croker, O. Henry, Berry Wall and other 
ornaments. Police citations frequently 
used to carry the names of patrolmen who 
had distinguished themselves, at great rick 
‘to life and limb, in stopping runaways.

REUD tells us that self-glorification cov- 
ers a feeling of inferiority. How can a 
Tom Girdler, confessed dictator over the 
work-lives of a quarter-million people, need 
support for his ego? On page 418 of this 
book, he modestly admits that he does not 
see how Hitler could have been checked 
without the special steels made by Republie 

—no, by management, And management— 

well, that’s Tom. 

On pages 223 to 381, he exposes at length 
the story of his frustration. The Govern- 
ment and the CIO ganged up on him. After 
50 per cent of his workers had been “com- 
pelled” to sign up in the CIO, Tom had to 
sign a contract, 

His heart bleeding for future generations 
of industrial slaves to gangs of racketeer 
labor monopolists, intent on their own pri- 
vate profits and the destruction of the 
American way of life, Girdler girds his loina, 
takes over Consolidated Aircraft and Vul- 
tee, puts them on a mass-production basis 
and hurls their products against Hitler.

Pretty nearly an epic, this story of a 
small boy working in a cement mill for 50 
cents a day. On vacation from Lehigh Uni- 
versity, he takes over the mill for a month. 
His poor pappy had never been able to 
equal that month’s tonnage. Good-by to ce- 
ment. Then come jobs in various steel mills, 
management of Aliquippa, then the presi- 
dency of Jones & Laughlin at $250,000 a 
year. Now, full-fledged, this eagle child 
takes the reins and creates Republic Steel. 

After he saved the company from ruin 
in the depression, there followed years of 
“sweating out the incompetents” in the vast 
empire of Republic until it became a mar- 
velous stream-lined organization with the 
self-confessed “fair, just and tough” top 
man to hold all together. 

Girdler isn’t bragging. He really did 
things, He was one of the pioneers of the 
new management that stems from Meston 
and Carnegie through Ford, with which, 
alas, 90 per cent of our industrialists are 
still unfamiliar.

THE FULBRIGHT RESOLUTION 


HE House in adopting the Ful- 
1 bright resolution has regis- 
' tered and has also declared 
the change in American public 
opinion wrought by the experience 
of war. To say that this action 
means little or nothing is to in- 
sinuate that the House of Repre- 
sentatives does not represent the 
people and that its members are 
insincere,

How much the action means may 
be measured by a statement in 
Secretary of State Hull’s introduc- 
tion to the official record of our 
foreign policy in the 10 years be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. In these 10 
years we were helpless to prevent 
the great war, unable to prepare 
for it adequately and subject to the 
awful risk of beginning to fight 
after all our allies—France, Brit- 
ain, China and Russia—were in the 
direst straits. 

Hull tells us that this happened, 
though the President and the Sec- 
retary of State knew better and 
would have wished to act different- 
ly, because “our foreign policy dur- 
ing the decade . .. necessarily had 
to move within the framework of 
a gradual] evolution of public opin- 
ion... away from the idea of iso- 
lation expressed in ‘neutrality’ legis- 
lation and toward ‘neutrality’ legis- 
the Axis design was a plan of 
world conquest.” :

Not a Blank Check. 
HE Fulbright resolution 
means that from now on the 
President and his Secretary of 
State are instructed to move with- 
in the framework of a public opin; 
ion which recognizes that the se- 
curity and the peace of the United 
States require agreements with 
other nations, In seeking 
agreements the President will now 
be doing what the people through 
their representatives have dirceted 
him to do, 

It follows that as he brings 
specific agreements to Congress, 
the question will be whether the 
opposition is constructive, or is ob- 
structive and destructive; whether 
it is trying to carry out the popu- 
lar will, whether it is criticizing 
in order to improve or to destroy. 

This resolution does not relieve 
the Senate or the House of its 
duty to examine the particular 
measures.

But it reasserts the 
historic right of the whole Con- 
gress to participate in foreign af- 
fairs, and it ends the distortion 
of the constitutional process by 
which a minority of one house 
can exert a final veto. It is notice

Joseph Fields, author of “The 
Doughgirls,” three-act farce of 
wartime Washington with which 
the American Theater opened the 
local season last night, is a master 
at creating a certain kind of 
heroine. She is usually a fragile 
blonde who flutters on and off the 
stage uttering lines full of moon- 
soaked stuff and nonsense, and 
this same blonde has a sex-wallop 
comparable in leveling power to a 
five-ton truck. 

That’s the kind of a blonde, 
Fields exhibited in his earlier “My 
That’s the kind of 
a blonde he lets roam on the loose 
in “The Doughgirls.” And with 
this blonde in the show, the play. 
was great fun for a near-capacity 
audience of 1700 persons, who 
punctuated the performance with 
belly-laughs, howls and chuckles 
as regularly as a city landscape 
is punctuated with telephone poles, 
fire hydrants and cigarette butts. 
The blonde was played by Leila 
Ernst, a peaches-and-cream con- 
coction who came in assorted 
dresses, pajamas and negligees. 
One of the three doughgirls, her 
two able fellow-workers were Bet- 
ty Furness and Peggy French. 
Miss Furness was swank and s0- 
phisticated, Miss French was hail- 
fellow-well-met. 

And now, what was all the com- 
motion about? 

Well, the play’s name must 
be considered a misnomer, in a 
way. “Doughgirls” implies for- 
tune-hunting. -You can’t really call 
girls who want to get married for- 
tune hunters, can you? Not un- 
less you consider a husband a 
fortune in himself, that is. And 
to get married was really all that 
the girlse—honest American types 
—wanted to accomplish in life. 
True, “We're as good as married,” 
ad one of the girls said, But as 
another added, “That’s good as far 
as it goes, but nothing’s really as 
good as being. married.” 

* * * 

Scene of the play is a hotel room 
in the nation’s capital, from which, 
in the “49th hour’—60 minutes 
after their lend-lease on the room 
has expired— Miss Furness and 
Russell Hardie are being booted. 
In come Miss Ernst and Don 
Kohler, fresh fish, to take over. 
Miss Furness is in what we'll call 
the parlor, combing out her tresses. 
And she won't come out, Words 
follow between the ladies, strange 
words bordering on the Anglo- 
Saxon that'll have to be e#punged 
from the record when the play hits 
Hollywood, But it turns out the 
girls know each other and all four 
stay on in the room. 

Then along’ come ‘Miss French 
and Henry Richards and, one thing 
and another, they stay on, too. 
First act finale, and we're well off 
to the matrimonial war. 

Basic conflict between that war 
and the other war is what makes 
for the plot—although you'd better 
not ask the reviewer or even the 
author of the play what the con- 
secutive détails of the plot are. 
Through the room wander admir- 
als and generals; salesmen with- 
out goods to sell; rubber czars 
who don’t make rubber; chamber 
maids who move like ballet danc- 
ers; real wives who are ready to 
put full-page ads in the Washing-

ITALIAN MONARCHY 


Ex-Foreign Minister Says 
Shake-Up Would Weak- 
en Position in Fighting 
Germans. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1/ (AP).— 
Count Carlo Sforza, former Italian 
Foreign Minister, spoke out last 
hight against any movement at 
present to destroy the Italian mon- 
archy. 

Declaring Italy’s first duty was 
“war to the death against the Ger- 
mans,” Sforza said in an address 
at a “Free Italy” rally sponsored 
by the Mazzini Society and the 
Union for Democratic Action: 

“So long as a government in 
Italy is loyally engaged in the task 
of fighting and defeating the Ger- 
mans and devotes all of the re- 
sources it its disposal to that 
struggle, it may be dangerous to 
weaken now its position or hamper 
its wora of fighting for the libera- 
tion of Italy from the German in- 
vasion.” 

Sfor@a advocated retention of 
Libya, Eritrea, Somaliland and 
Trieste by Italy, but concerning 
the Dodecanese Islands, he said 
“we'll be glad to see them go to 
Greece ... as a manifestation of 
our sorrow for the criminal ag- 
gression against Greece.” . 

Declarin= that Prime Minister 
Churchill said of the Italians that 
“their empire is lost,” Sforza said: 

“I agree beccuse only Mussolini 
called empire his criminal conquest 
of Ethiopia and his foolish con- 
quest of Albania.” 

Referrin,; to possible loss of 
Libya, Eritrea and Somlaliland, 
Sforza asked: “Is it wise to wound 
the feelings of a nation which vol- 
untarily has begun so bravely to 
fight the Germans as soon as the 
traitor Mussolini disanpeared’” 

He said Ital) had a supreme in- 
terest in collaboration rnd friend- 
ship with the Yugoslavs, adding: 

“It is more in their interest than 
ir. ours that I warn them against 
the danger of certain nationalistic 
leaders or psuedo-leaders like one 
who wrote recently: ‘It is strange 
that the citizens of Trieste believe 
themselves to be Italianr, while 
they are Slav’.” 

Sforza said that “for those who 
know Mussolini, as I know him, 
the authenticity of his last broad- 
cast is undeniable.”

INE southern belles are rid- 

ing the rails. They are host- 

esses On the _ streamlined 
Rebels of the Gulf, Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad and their job is to 
lend charm and create a home-like 
atmosphere for the customers. This 
little group, of ex-debs and college 
graduates is like a class in school 
sitting at the feet of Teacher I. B. 
Tigrett, president of the road, 
whose idea it was to load his new 
trains with hostesses and whose 
railroad was the first to provide 
this type of service, 


These girls, in chic uniforms and 
slick hair-dos, move about the 
coaches with all the grace of a 
hostess in her own home as the 
five silver and red Rebels flash 
through Dixieland. The hostesses 
are chosen by President Tigrett for 
their poise and charm and he lays 
down the law as well as a long list 
of rules as to their conduct and 
duties. 

Typical of these charm dis- 
pensers is attractive Frances 
Moyer of Mobile, Ala., a graduate 
of Westbrook Junior College, Port- 
land, Me. The daughter of Lt. Sam- 
uel D, Moyer, U. S. N., and Mrs. 
Moyer, Frances has lived in many 
parts of this country and in 1938 
topped her wanderings with a trip 
to the Orient. So, riding the rails 
on her runs between Mobile and 
St. Louis and between St. Louis 
and New Orleans is nothing new in 
her life. She is 21 years old, tall 
and slender and glamorous enough 
to stand in for Miss America 1943 
any day in the week. She has just 
enough of that Deep South accent 
to intrigue the passengers from 
the North.

The task of being a hostess in- 
cludes everything from passing 
around magazines to heating the 
baby's bottle. The hostess has been 
cautioned in her training period 
that her duties are of a delicate 
and responsible character, demand- 
ing good judgment, tact and cour- 
tesy. She has been told that she 
must keep herself in the back- 
ground and make the passenger 
feel that he is the center of at- 
traction. She has learned that in 
contributing, as far as she can, 
to the convenience and comfort of 
passengers she must give particu- 
lar attention to elderly persons, 
women and children and those in- 
experienced in travel, 


Her chores on a run south begin 
in St. Louis at the bus station 
from where travelers are trans- 
ported to the train in East St. 
Louis. She “checks all the baggage 
and helps everyone find places. 
Once on the train she again as- 


sists in seating passengers and 
sees that the luggage is correctly 
distributed. 


The hostess is not expected to be 
fn entertainer. But she is ex- 
pected to look after the comfort 
of travelers and to see that they 
have a pleasant time with fellow 
passengers, Because she has a list 
of reservations and because she 
has seated everyone in the seat 
designated on his ticket she can 
casually stroll through the coaches 
and greet many passengers by 
name. This alone is flattering and 
a little startling. She arranges 
card games, but she doeg not play; 
she offers to care for the children 
while a mother rests or has a 
meal; she avails herself of infor- 
mation of interest to passengers, 
such as football and  ybaseball 
scores, election returns and boxing 
matches; she has correct informa- 
tion on connecting transportation 
links, she knows all about time 
tables, and she is a charming con- 
versationalist,

The young women are. often 
confronted with real problems by 
way of persons failing to meet 
children who have been put in the 
care of the hostess and by sudden 
iliness on trains. Every hostess 
must know first aid and the prac- 
tical care of a patient until he 
reaches his destination or is trans- 
ferred from the train to a hospital 
ambulance. 


Hostesses wear a two-piece tai- 
lored uniform, pastel green in sum- 
mer and red in winter, with an 
official pin, a red and silver shield 
with the word hostess in silver 
letters attached by a guard chain. 
Homé life is out for these girls 
for they live in hotels, in rooms 
reserved by the railroad, in St. 
Louis, Mobile and New Orleans. 
They are given a four-day furlough 
every six or seven weeks. 

The only headache the hostesses 
give Tigrett is that about after @ 
year they change their business- 
like uniforms for white satin and 
orange blossoms. Frances Moyer 
has broken the record in service. 
She has been on the job for a seed 
and a half. 

“No one is really any roubio 
said Miss Moyer, “but men want 
the most attention.” She tells of 
an elderly man wha summoned a 
hostess. After a friendly chat he 
said, “Thank you, I just wanted 
to be hostessed.”

ERE are five important words 
H that stream constantly from

Respiratory 
Ills Spread 
Through Air

V ARE entering the period 
We the year when the most 

geriotis fational health prob- 
lem always arises—that of the in- 
fectious and contagieus respira- 
tory diseases. In earlier days of 
the republic there was no let-up in 
health problems—it was dysentery 
in the summer, and pneumonia in 
the winter, But better methods of 
prevention—refrigeration—and bet- 
ter, and especially cleaner methods 
of prepatation of food have elimi- 
fated thé stiitmer problem and we 
have ohly the winter problem of 
respiratory infection. 

Why should these respiratory in- 
fections be more common in the 
winter? The easy answer is to 
gay, “Cold and damp.” There is 
some relationship between the 
chilling of the body surface and 
susceptibility of infection of the 
nose, throat, bronchial tubes and 
lungs. Well, undoubtedly that is 
partly true, but only partly. 

Other and more important fac- 
tors are that we are indoors more 
in the winter, we are in closer con- 
tact with each other, in school- 
room, and in office and factory the 
windows are apt to be closed, there 
fre no electric fans going to 
éhangé the atmosphere, and so on.

THERE HAS BEEN a great 
deal of intéfisivé research in the 
last 10 Yeats of tore on the dy- 
namics of air-borne infection. It 
is now generally conceded that 
respiratory disease is spread by 
droplet infection. The germs that 
cause the rés#piratory diseases are 
light and float for long periods in 
the air, 


A pefson with a cold sneezes or 
Coughs afd there is a spray into 
the atmosphere that is astonish- 
ing when photographed, as was 
done by Turner and his fellow 
workers at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. Most of the 
droplets are small and the mois- 
ture qui¢kly evaporatés, leaving 
the germ in the cehter to hang in 
the air for hours, alive and ready 
to do business, 


In all hospitals today cases of 
pneumonia, etc., are curtained off 
so &@ to prevent droplet infection 
from getting into the toom. The 


“attendants and the patient, unless 


he is too sick, are required to wear 
a gauze mask over the nose and 
mouth. If we could persuade every 
cougher and sneezer this winter to 
put a hafidkerchief in front of his 
mouth of nose Whenever he feels 
inclined ‘to indulge, at least in- 
déofs, we could do muth to cut 
down the high incidence of winter 
disease.

“MASTERY OF THE AIR” is 
the motto of the respiratory hy- 
gienist, as it is of the aviation 
corps, The best method of steriliz- 
ing the air of an office or hospital 
ward is by ultra-violet radiation. 
Chethical methods by spray are not 
Mog effective, afd are likely to 
be irritating. 

The Commonwealth Fund has 
grafted the University of Penn- 
sylVania a research endowment 
for the study of air-borne infec- 
tion, The studies there indicate 
that the spread of infection de- 
pends on deficiency of air supplied. 
So when the fresh air fiend opens 
the window in the office and some- 
one shouts, “Do you, want to give 
me my death of cold?” he may 
well reply, “No, I want to give you 
your life free from pneumonia.”

OMING back from Australia 
Cana my visit to Guadalcanal, 
where I spent a night and a 
day, I want to review our doings. 
Guadalcanal looks very different 
from When the marines landed. 
By* holding on through the des- 
peraté first months, till we could 
get supplies and the Army came in 
and rélieved them, they assuréd tis 
of ultimate domination in the Pa- 
eific,. ‘Today there are miles of 
roads and the men have tented 
floors in their tents in expectation 
of the rainy season. 

The hospitals are well equipped 
and fairly comfortable, especially 
where they are in buildings. Every- 
wheré you see screens for movies, 
which are shown after dark. The 
Red Cross is functioning well, afid 
I hope they soon will be allowed 
to add some women to the Staff. 
Miss Ryan and I were the first 
women, except the nurses, who fly 
back and forth in ambulance 
planes, and who have been on the 
island since it was taken from the 
Japanése. It shortly will be con- 
sidered safely behind the front 
line. 

In -Bspiritu Santo, where we 
stopped for half a night and day, 
we admired the recreation area, 
where there were almost a8 many 
attractions as in Coney Island, but, 
in spite of the great crowd Of men, 
it Was less crowded. 

I was shown the eampelte our 
boy, James, and his Marine faid-

ers once occupied, as well as the 
spot on the old pier where he stood 
in the rain on a dark night and, 
by the light from a jeep, Adm. 
Nimitz read his citation and pinned 
On a decoration. It is exciting to 
me even now, and how I wish I 
could have been there.
